Ice carving may not seen 
like the typical after-school 
activity, but to six students and 
two teachers at Romulus High 
School, it is 

“It is fun for the kids,” said 
Dennis Usztics, the culinary 
arts teacher at the school. “On 
top of that, it gives the kids a 
chance to really be creative in 
this field.” 

Since Usztics first arrived at 
the high school 11 years ago, 
ice carving has become an inte¬ 
gral part of the culinary arts 
curriculum. 

“It is a nice part of this 
field,” he said.

While all of the students in

The club, which starts up in 
November each year, is intend¬ 
ed for one major event, the 
Plymouth Ice Spectacular The 
annual ice festival starts today 
in downtown Plymouth and 
continues through Jan 20. 

“We have been involved in 
the ice festival for 10 years,” 
said Usztics. “It gives the kids a 
chance to compete against 
other high school kids in the 
field.” 

However, Romulus High 
School doesn’t typically find 
much competition from other 
schools in Wayne County, said 
Usztics. 

“There are really only about 
one or two culinary programs 
like the one we have here in all 
of Wayne County,” he said. “As 
far as the downriver area, we 
are really it” 

But each year, Usztics and 
his troop of ice carvers await 


the ice festival to see how they 
stack up against schools in 
Oakland County who tend to 
have more culinary arts pro¬ 
grams. 

In the last 10 years of com¬ 
petition, students from 
Romulus High School have at 
least placed in the high school 
division, but last year was a 
shinning moment for the school 
and the students. 

Richard Miller, then a 
senior, won the ice carving 
competition and became the 
first student from Romulus to 
bring home first place. 

“He was a great carver,” said 
Usztics. “It was a true honor for 
this school to win first place.” 

This year, the ice-carving 
club is again hoping to do well 
at the ice festival, but it takes a 
lot of work to accomplish that 
goal.

Full-time elected city officials’ 4-percent pay increase is OK’d by council

Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert, City Clerk Linda 
Choate and Treasurer Pamela 
Morrison-Kersey will receive a 
4-percent pay increase over the 
next two years. 

The pay increase, which was 
recommended by the Officers 
Compensation Commission 
(OCC), was approved by city 
council members and becomes 


effective tomorrow. 

Every odd year on the calen¬ 
dar, the OCC members meet for 
the purpose of reviewing the 
salary of the elected officials in 
the city. Members use as a 
guideline the salary and wage 
increase structure of Michigan 
cities and towns, as well as the 
current city budget, said city 
officials. 

The commission found that 
based upon current average 
salaries from other comparable 


cities, the salaries for Lambert, 
Choate and Morrison-Kersey 
tended to be low and also took 
into account that these elected 
offices have not received a 
raise in four years. 

Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak was the only council 
member opposed to the salary 
increases. 

All other council members 
found that the salary increases 
were fair and perhaps overdue. 

“They are full-time employ¬ 


ees of the City of Romulus,” 
said Councilman William 
Wadsworth. “They haven’t 
received in a raise in four years 
and they deserve it for all that 
they do for the city. I am really 
glad that the commission rec¬ 
ommended a raise for them.” 

Councilman William Crova 
agreed with Wadsworth adding, 
“I felt like it was a reasonable 
raise for the them,” he said. “It 
wasn’t a huge amount, but 
something that reasonably com¬ 


pensates them.” 

Wadsworth also said he was 
glad that only the three 
received raises. 

“If the commission had come 
back and recommended a raise 
for city council, I would not 
have voted for it,” he said. “I 
really don’t think any of the 
council members do this job for 
the paycheck.

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Romulus students score high with Homework Helper

Students from Romulus High School are try¬ 
ing to make a difference in the lives of younger 
children through the new Homework Helper 
Program. 

The program, which began this fall, was 
developed to help high school students, as well 
as the students from the elementary schools and 
middle school, according to Jamie Nelson, a lan¬ 
guage arts teacher at Romulus High School and 
director of the program. 

“By creating this program we are able to help 
two different sets of kids in Romulus,” she said. 
“The high school students learn how to be posi¬ 
tive role models for the younger kids and get 
some experience in teaching. For the younger 
kids, it gives them someone to look up to and at 
the same time gives them help with their school 
work.” 

The program works in conjunction with the 
Romulus Boys and Girls Club after school pro¬ 
gram. 

The after school program operates from the 
time school is dismissed until 8:30 p.m Monday 
through FYiday. Students in the Romulus schools 
are bused to either Wick Elementary or 


Merriman Elementary School each day. 

The kids are kept busy with many different 
activities, including an hour and a half home¬ 
work time right after school. 

“The program has ended up being about 
more than just homework help,” said Nelson. 
“Some of the younger kids look up to their tutors 
and it becomes more of a social relationship. 
The kids look forward to seeing their tutor just 
to talk about what happened in school that day. 
They just adore having the high school students 
there and it means something different when a 
kid close to their age tells them how important 
school is as opposed to their teacher telling 
them.” 

Homework helper tutors receive a half credit 
toward their graduation requirements for par¬ 
ticipating in the program for more than 60 
hours. The tutors must also attend a weekly 
“reflections” session with Nelsoa 

“During these meetings we talk about a lot of 
different things surrounding the program, 
including what it means to be a role model and 
on top of that a positive influence in a younger 
child’s life,” she said. “We also go through differ¬ 
ent training exercises for the students that will 
allow them to better teach the younger stu¬ 
dents.”

Romulus Fire Department increases staffing

Romulus residents can now 
feel a bit safer following several 
changes in the city fire depart¬ 
ment, according to public safely 
officials. 

According to Fire Chief David 
Alison, the move to a full-time, 24- 
hour department is a major step 
for the entire city. 

“Being a 24-hour department 
is very exciting to us and impor¬ 
tant to the community,” said 
Alison. “It is something that we 
have been working toward since 
April of2001.” 

There has always been 24-hour 
coverage of Romulus in emer¬ 
gency situations, but now two of 
the four fire stations will be 
staffed at all times, said Alison. 
Previously, the fire department 
depended on paid on-call fire 
fighters for providing coverage 
during a 72-hour stretch from 6 
am FViday until 6 am. Monday. 

“During this time if there was 
an emergency in Romulus, the 


paid on-call fire fighters would 
have to leave their homes, then go 
to the fire station to get a vehicle,” 
said Alison. “Now, there will 
always be fire fighters at the two 
of the four stations.” 

Station Number One, located 
at Middlebelt and Ecorse roads, 
and Station Number Two, located 
at Huron River Drive and 
Northline Road, will be staffed at 
all times, seven days a week. 
Stations three and four will not be 
staffed, however, paid on-call fire 
fighters will be working out of 
those stations when necessary. 

Every resident in Romulus 
will still be covered regardless of 
which fire station is closest 

“By doing this we are promis¬ 
ing people of Romulus someone 
will show up sooner,” said Alison. 

The plan for a full-time fire 
department has been in the 
works for many years, however, 
ce.tain things needed to happen 
before it could be a possibility, 
said AJisoa 

“First of all, we had to have 
full-time fire fighters,” said 


Alison. “The last administration 
hired eight and the Lambert 
administration has also added 
eight, which now allows us to 
have fire fighters at the stations at 
all times.” 

The last of the full-time fire 
fighters, Darious Timmons, was 
hired last month. 

The stations will now run on 
12-hour shifts, which is different 
from many other fire stations 
whose shifts usually average 24- 
hours. 

“Right now, we don’t have the 
lodging facilities to house the fire 
fighters to allow 24-hour shifts,” 
said Alison. “However, that is 
something that we are looking 
into for the future.” 

Charles Kirby, the director of 
public safety in Romulus, said he 
is also happy with the forward 
progress of the fire department 

“We are much better than 
where we started from,” said 
Kirby. “We are still moving ahead 
and looking into options to fur¬ 
ther improve the department in 
the future.”

A change for the better 

Sometimes it takes a major shift in personnel to make a subtle 
change in policy effective. 

That was the case this year in the Inkster Police Department, 
where detectives saw a major increase in the success rate of solving 
homicide cases. 

This year, detectives successfully closed seven of eight cases, as 
compared to two of seven in 2002, three of nine in 2001, three of 11 in 
2000 and three of nine in 1999. 

Fbr the average citizen, it may not seem a major accomplishment 
but it shows a degree of professionalism and dedication and it - along 
with the mostly volunteer effort to renovate the lobby of the police sta¬ 
tion - points to a new direction for the department It also means that 
more families have closure in an event that invariably shattered their 
lives. 

The department has seen plenty of changes this year; they’ve hired 
a new chief and deputy chief, seen a large number of senior person¬ 
nel take an early retirement buyout and others take positions in other 
communities. 

That paved the way for a new way of thinking and the subtle 
change, initiated by Det Lt Kevin Smith, was one of those. Basically, 
he allowed senior detectives to concentrate on homicide cases for 
more than 48 hours. Department policy had been, if they weren’t 
solved in 48 hours they were placed back into the rotation. Detectives 
Anthony Delgreco and Patrick McLaughlin have a demonstrated tal¬ 
ent for the work, and an interest in it, and anyone in management will 
tell you there is no better way to get good results that to match up good 
people with their interests. 

We’re not ready yet to give credit for the success rate to the new 
chief or the early retirement of personnel that had provided the direc¬ 
tion for the department in the past But we are always ready to point 
out good work when we see it and that’s certainly the case here. 

Put good fortune to good use 

Officials in the City of Wayne should have plenty of things to pon¬ 
der when they meet for their goal-setting session next week At least 
they should if they bring their own ideas and ideas brought to them by 
residents. 

The city has a little bit of wiggle room in a budget that had been 
tight during the past few years as state shared revenues were cut 
They will soon see the influx of new taxes from the investment 
planned by Ford Motor Co., as well as smaller increases from residen¬ 
tial projects that will put formerly city-owned property onto the tax 
base. 

A good portion of the discussion may center around how best to 
use those funds, once they start to trickle ia 

There may be a push to replace staff, which is understandable 
because the cuts from last year have left many people in several dif¬ 
ferent departments performing double or triple duty. There may be a 
push to purchase some of the capital items pushed back during the 
round of mid-year budget cuts last year 

Here’s another tactic the city might consider When the Cool Cities 
Task Force got together last year, one of the overriding concepts that 
came out of the meetings was stricter control of the blight ordinances. 
In short, the members wanted the city to use those ordinances and 
other ways to help clean up neighbors and spark residents and busi¬ 
ness owners to invest more into their community, a sort of foundation 
of community pride. 

The suggestion even went out to ask for a dedicated millage to sup¬ 
ply money for the city to purchase blighted pieces of property with the

Show (NAIAS) opens this week 
at Cobo Exhibition Center, Jeff 
Scott is looking for Nissan and 
Kia to make a splash. 

“This is the world debut of the 
new (Nissan) Pathfinder,” Scott 
said. ‘Tve seen the prototype and 
it’s bigger than the current 
model. It has seven passenger 
capacity and a new 4-liter, V6 
engine. It’s a great engine” 

Scott, general manager of 
Dick Scott Kia and Nissan in 
Canton Township, was equally 
enthusiastic about other new 
models. 

“It’s also the debut of the new 
(Nissan) Frontier, which is a 
small pickup,” said Scott “And 
the new Kia Spectra. The 
Spectra is a main seller for us, 
and it’s been updated with a big¬ 
ger engine and more room.” 

Scott won’t be the only car 
dealer looking to the NAIAS for 
new vehicle introductions. More 
than 60 production and concept 
vehicles will make their world¬ 
wide and North American vehi¬ 
cle debuts, according to a NAIAS 
announcement 

“Detroit is the biggest and 
most important of the auto 
shows,” explained Scott “It is a 
huge platform for vehicle intro¬ 
duction.” 


It’s a platform the Nissan and 
KIA are more than willing to 
take advantage of. 

“It’s very exciting,” Scott said. 
“For the last few years, Nissan 
has really used the North 
American International Auto 
Show as a way to introduce new 
launches.” 

Nissan will also introduce the 
new Titan, a full-size truck fea¬ 
turing a 5.6 liter V8 engine, wide 
open rear doors for the king cab 
and off-road capability. 

“The Titan is open for good 
success,” said Scott “Trucks are 
always good sellers.” 

Kia, a relative newcomer to 
the American market, will show 
off the Amanti, which was offi¬ 
cially launched Dec. 26. The 
Amanti is Kia’s first entry into 
the large sedan market 

“Kia is a great value for the 
dollar,” said Scott. “And the 
Amanti is a nice semi-luxury 
car” 

The NAIAS opened its doors 
to the press and industry repre¬ 
sentatives earlier this month. 
Following a charity preview Jan. 
9, the doors will be open to the 
public Jan. 10 - 19. During the 
show last year, more than 6,000 
media personnel and more than 
800,000 people attended. 

“The auto show really helps 
generate an uptick in business,” 
said Scott “A lot of people look 
on the auto show as a giant show¬ 
room.”

Museum offers special exhibits, hours during ice festival

Chilly winds and snow squalls 
may greet visitors at the 
Plymouth Ice Spectacular, but 
inside the Plymouth Historical 
Museum it will be nice and warm. 

The museum will be open dur¬ 
ing the festival and visitors can 
warm up from the cold, but many 
may stay inside since there is so 
much to see The special exhibit, 
“Childhood Treasures of the 
Past,” features a celebration of 
Raggedy Ann and Andy, other 
dolls such as Shirley Temple and 
American Girl and a tribute to the 
100th birthday of Crayola crayons. 

“The downstairs exhibits dis¬ 
play toys from the 1920s through 
the 1960s,” said Museum Director 
Beth Stewart 

Victorian-era dolls and toys 
are displayed on the upstairs 
floor of the museum. Several 
miniature ironstone tea sets 
grace the exhibits. Stewart said 
the tea sets were made to comple¬ 
ment full-size sets made for 
adults as well as help teach chil¬ 
dren how to serve food and exer¬ 
cise proper etiquette. The dishes 
date between 1840 and 1890 and 
are loaned to the museum from 
local collectors. 

“I would guess these people 
have the premiere collection in 


the country,” Stewart said. 

Ironstone tea sets were first 
produced in England and were 
good for travel because they were 
less fragile than bone china, 
Stewart said. They were in high 
demand in America, and tea leaf 
patterns were very common as 
they were used in boarding hous¬ 
es, she said. 

Raggedy Ann and Andy books 
and dolls originated more than 85 
years ago with a family tragedy. 
Johnny Gruelle, their creator, had 
a daughter, Marcella, who 
became ill. Gruelle found an old 
rag doll of his mother’s that he 
gave Marcella to comfort her. 
When Marcella died, Gruelle was 
inspired to write more than 40 
books about the adventures of the 
little doll in his daughter’s 
memory. The museum has many 
first edition books that date back to 
1915, Stewart said, as well as many 
Raggedy Ann and Andy dolls. 

“Even though they’ve gone 
through a variety of changes the 
dolls are still popular,” Stewart 
said. 

The museum collection of deli¬ 
cate Victorian-era dolls comple¬ 
ments the tiny tea sets on display. 
Like the tea sets, they were made 
more for display than for play, 
according to Stewart Rag dolls 
like Raggedy Ann probably 
became popular because chil¬ 


dren could actually play with 
them, as rubber dolls were not 
invented until the 1930s, she said. 

Stewart said Civil War re-enac- 
tors from the 17th Michigan Re¬ 
enactment Group will entertain 
at the museum Saturday and 
Sunday to demonstrate how sol¬ 
diers prepared food and set up 
camp. The group meets regularly 
at the museum, she said. The re¬ 
enactors will also demonstrate 
toys and games soldiers used to 
help pass the time. 

Civil War buffs will also enjoy 
the one-of-a-kind exhibit of 
Abraham Lincoln artifacts. The 
permanent collection is the 


largest in the state, Stewart said, 
and includes artwork, statuary 
and relics. Most of the collection 
was donated by Dr Weldon Petz 
of West Bloomfield, who acquired 
much of it from Robert Lincoln 
Beckwith, the last heir of the 
Lincoln family. Petz’ desire to 
keep the collection together and 
within the state lead to his dona¬ 
tion to the museum, according to 
Stewart 

“He liked the educational pro¬ 
grams at the museum,” Stewart 
said. “To him that’s what was 
really important” 

Educational programs include 
scavenger hunts for children that 


help them learn history and focus 
on things they would normally 
miss in an exhibit Stewart said. 
The toy displays may hold a par¬ 
ticular interest for children, she 
said. 

The Plymouth Historical 
Museum is located at 115 S. Main 
St. in Plymouth, next to the 
Plymouth District Library. The 
museum will be open from noon 
to 5 p.m. Saturday and Sunday 
during the ice festival. 

Admission is $3 for adults and 
$1 for children. A family rate of $7 
is also available. For more infor¬ 
mation contact the museum at 
(734)455-8940.
